As seen throughout the years, Mount St. Mary's is a college that 
provides several opportunities for all its students. The students who 
major in Biology, Chemistry, Biochemistry, or Math are privileged 
enough to have the STEM program very early on. While most schools 
do not allow students to be a part of research projects until their upper 
division years, the unique part of Mount St. Mary's STEM program is 
that it allows students to start their research during their freshman year. 
With the opportunity to work side by side with faculty, the freshmen are 
paired with upper division mentors to help them with both the transition 
in their personal life and in their academic life. STEM gives their students 
the chance to meet and interact with professionals in the scientific field. 
These conventions are held at different universities in California, such 
as UC Davis or UC Irvine, thus providing several opportunities for 
networking. In addition to STEM'S extensive work with their members, 
they also work with the school to make improvements in their respective 
science departments. This collaboration is showcased in projects such 
as the remodeling of room 200 in the Administration Building, which 
most people can agree has been completely transformed for the better. 
The renovation was only possible with the help of the grant that STEM 
earned for being an incredible program. In fact the donors were so 
impressed that they awarded STEM a grant of 6 million dollars to be 
spread out over a five year span. Students start off in the summer 
program, commit long hours during the school year, and attend 
workshops so that in the end, they are ready and confident in their 
presentations. They develop their skills to become the future great 
scientists. Students get to display these newly acquired skills at a 
symposium in which they present their research either orally or with a 
poster. During these symposiums that take place around the third or 
fourth Saturday of each month, the professors ask questions and test 
the students' knowledge by making them think critically. This may seem 
rather intimidating, but it is part of what makes the program so 
wonderful-- it is a challenge. In the end, all forty members (and counting) 
continue to embark on their journey to pioneer in the science field.
